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THE PREFACE. 


His great Pariſh Church formerly hath been 
| dedicated to Saint John the Baptiſt: and in 
it ſtood ſeyenty two Altars. It is a ſtately and 
agnificent Building , exceeding in bigneſs all the 
hurches in the Low-Countries, nay even the fa- 
ous Cathedral Church at Coin , according to the 
ſtimonies of many credible Authors. When this 
hurch was firſt begun to be built, we can 't men- 
on exactly, but this is certain, that without the 
hurch » behind the Quire, theſe words iu Dutch 
e cut in a free ſtone in the wall - 


The Quire is founded 1485, 


Afterwards this eminent building hath been burnt 
own, Viz. On the 12th of January in the year of our 
ord IF52. about nine a Clock at night, there aroſe 
violent tempeſt, of hail, wind, thunder and ligh- 
tening , whereby the uppermoſt part of the ſpire of 
the ſteeple took fire, appearing to the fight juſt like 
he twinkling of a ſtarr. The Citizens alarmed by 
his accident, came running with links and torches , 
nd went up the (ſteeple, in hopes of quenchiug the fire, 
but the wind encreaſing, and the lead with which 
he ſpire was covered, r by the flame, and ſo 
Iropping down upon them, they were fain to leave 
df. The fire thus continuing, waen the Clock ſtruck 
welve, the great bell, together with all the others, 
ell down on the ſtone-vault, and broke to pieces, 
except one Bell called Gabriel, which falling into a 
ole, remained whole, and ſo did alſo all the ſtone- 
ork of the ſteeple from the top to the bottom. 
Whilſt the Spire and the wood in the ſteeple was 
durning, the fire had not touched the Church yet: 
and therefore the Church-wardens with the Scxton , 
and the Wardens of the Company-Halls, ſaved all 
he Silver and guilded Veſſels and Ornaments , the

Mas-books, and ether valuable Books and Papers, 
the Branch -· candleſticks, and other Utenſils. But at 
length the wainſcot near our Ladies Quire cat ch'd fla- 
me, which firſt appearing like a burning torch, ſo en- 
crealed on a ſudden , and ſpread it {elf all over the 
Church, that nothing more could be ſaved. And not 
alſo the Pews and forms, but alſo two Organs were 
conſumed by the fire; all the Columnes , fave ten 
or twelve, fell down, and nothing of the Church 
remained ſtanding but the walls, and the little Houſe 
where the Sacrament was kept. 4 
This grievous tempeſt was accompanied by a great 
Flood and inundation , whereby ſeverall towns were 
walſh'd away, and many People and cattle drowned. d 
The Church-wardens at that time were Witte m 
Hertſze van Heef, Herman Michielſze > Gysbert Fan ſz ir 
Moel , Simon Geenen, Jacob Dirkſze Sas, and Aer: Gys-, Per. 
bertſze. who cauſed the aforeſaid unhappy accident to Mer: 
be recorded in a Book, which now is old above one hre 
hundred and ſixty four years, and kept in the Church- - 
wardens Chamber, from which this Relation hath 3 
been taken. : 1 
On the 7h of Auguſt 1552. the ſilver image of St. 
John, that ſtood before the Quite, was broke, and % 
carried to Dordrecht into the Mint. It weighed above | 
eight pound, and the Ounce being valued at 29 ſti- we 
vers, the whole was reckoned to amount to 33 Pound 
Flemmith. „ 
The rubbish of the ruined Church was carried e; 
away by the Inhabitants of the City without any gp, 
charges to the Church; this was done by turns vo- hi. 
luntarily and merrily; the people going to work at 


the ſound of pipes and drums; all without any pay, ee, 
and the moſt gave gifts of 21, 16, 12 and 3 German 
florins, every one accordiug to his ability. 4 
Not long after from the ruins another Church way

A Relation of the expedition repreſen- 
ted in this glas of DAMIA TA, 


= the year of our Lord 1188. the Pope of Rome 
Alexander the Third, and the Emperor Fredericus 
the Firſt . having appointed a general Cruſade, for 
the retaking of the Holy City Jeruſalem, they ſent 
into Germany and other Countries to raiſe forces. 
The chiefeſt Leaders of this expedition were the afore- 
ſaid Emperor Fredericus, Philip King of France » 
Richard King of Engiand , the Duke of Bavaria & 
Saxony, Conrad Duke of Auſtria, Frederick Duke 
of Swaben , Henry Duke of Lorain and Brabant, 
Philip Earl of Flanders, Florens Earl of Holland, 
Diederick Earl of Cleveland » Ottho Earl of Guel- 
derland, and many other Princes and Lords. Theſe 
met firſt in Calabrie, where the Emperor aſkt the 
Abbot Joachim , who was counted a very Learned 
Divine, and eſteemed as a Prophet , what would, 
be the iſſue of this Expedition. To which the Ab- 
bot returned. That the abovementioned Chriſtian 
Princes were not like to further much, ſince the time

was not come yet that God would deliver the Pro- 
miſed Land from the Infidels; and that the Emperor 
ſhould be drowned before he returned home: and 
ſo it happened alſo. The Emperer having heard this, 
travelled with the ſaid Princes through Bulgaria to- 
wards the Holy Land : but not being able. to take 
the City Jeruſalem, he beſieged D AMIAT A; ave- 
ry ſtrong place in Egypt, ſituated on the river Nile; 
But this city was well fortified with Towers, eſpe- 
cially at the entrance of the Port, where the Haven 
was ſhut by a ſtrong iron chain croſſing the water 
and reaching from one Tower to the other, ſo that no 
veſſel could enter; and thus the City was counted 
invincible. This gave occaſion to William the ſe- 
cond, ſon of Count Florence, to enter with thoſe 
of Harlem upon ſome new device. For they got a 
great ſteel- ſaw made, which was faſtened to the keel 
of one of their Ships: and having ſtaid for a ſtrong 
gale of wind, they ſaild into the Haven with ſuch a 
force , that the chain gave way, and broke; where- 
by all the Ships of the Chriſtian Princes entered, 
and ſo they maſtered the City Damiata The Em- 
peror conlidering that this eminent City was thus 
overcome by the valour and prudence of William, 
Son of Count Florens, gifted and kaighted him, and 
ordered that the Princes and Earls of Holland ſhould 
fight and be under the protection of the Emperors 
Banner. And to honour the Valiants of Harlem » 
he added to the four ſtars in their Coat of Armes, a 
Sword, to which the Patriarch Joachim joined the 
Croſs. Theſe are ſtill the arms of Harlem. It is 
ſaid alſo that they brought from thence two ſilver 
Bells, or of very fine Metal, which are hanging (till 
in the Steeple of the Great Church , and called the 
Damiate Bells. It is lett upon record that thoſe of 
Harlem anciently had four Stars for their armes, yet 
it is the general belief that long before that time their 
armes was a dry or barren tree, as it is reptęſented in 
ſeveral places, and alſo mentioned in the 93 .
